After 
arguments by the attorneys on both 
aides, the court fixed tbe time for the 
examination for Saturday, August 27th 
at 10 o'clock. 


The prisoner was about ns cooiand 


indifereot ss any man ia the courtroom 
during tbe proceedings. Ho hns not the 
appearance of one who was accustomed 
to associate with thieves or robbers, bat 
that he haa nerve and determination his 
actions plainly indicate.

CUATCAXOCUA, August 1'J. — Unccr- 


tainty no longer marka the condition of 
things at tfce seat of war. 


Fort Anderson has been relieved and 


is no longer in a state ot siege. 


The tables are turned and the miners, 


instead of berna hunters are the hunted. 


General Caraefl' forces reached the 


neighborhood of the beleaguered camp at 
day break in the rear of the miners rab- 
ble. 
On hia arrival wild scenes of con- 


fusion ensued. 


The flcouta failed to do their duty or 


bad been captured and the position of 
the minera was unknown, and the for- 
ward movement was caut.oosly made. 


General Carnes and his heterogeneous 


army of citizens, and about 300 militia, 
left the train at Ofiitt'a station and 
push ed forward acrosa the country. 


FromOini'a to Coal Creek, by the 


route taken, was a laborious* climb, acd 
as heuardoue a descent. 


Asthe column went down the side of 


tbe mountain young Walthall mounted a 
rock-to get a view. A shot rang out 
through tha stillness and ha fell bend- 
long nmong his comrades, dead. 


A body cf miners had chosen a shel- 


tered rock which formed a natural de- 
fense and from it fired a volley which 
caused thecaeualty. 
Curiously enough the miners had taken 
no other provision to prevent a rear at- 
tack. 
General Curnoa 
advancid, a 


guard at once formed into a charging 
line ami after receiving a scattering vol- 
ley from tha fow who failed to t&kd firat 
opportunity of escaping, advanced rap- 
idly. Eighteen miners were captured. 


Another of the sheriffs posee betides 


young Wfilthall was killed, Boss Givene 
of Kiioxvill?. Two bodies of dead min- 
ers were found after the skirmish, and 
several wounded wero taken in and 
cared for. With the o exceptions tho 
casualties among miners is unknown. 


General Carnes arrested 200 citizens of 


Coal creek and told the miners that he 
would hold them until Captain Andflt- 
son waa returned to him. They deliv- 
ered him to General Caroes alive and 
well. Carnes telegraphed that be was 
in possession and has plenty of men a nd 
ammunition. 


AMMUNITION BEST. 


NASHVILLE, August 19.—Tho secretary 


•was requested by Governor Buchanan to 
supply him with '20,000 rounds of am- 
munition, to be shipped to Knoxvtlle. 
The secretary replied that tbe request 
had been granted and the ammunition, 
•was on the way to Knoxvillo to sustain 
the law. 


Orders issued to tbe sheriff ol Shelby 


county, the sherfT of Hamilton county 
and Captain Mallory of Madiaon county 
to proceed to the eeat of war were coun- 
termanded. 


ANOTHER CLA.SU. 


COAL OREKK, Auguet 19.—Two men 


were ehot by minera at the campa and 
another wounded. 


Rbports this evening say that the aur- 


roundinc hills are bristling with miners. 
- The captured miners, 100 in number, 
have just been placed in box cars. 
Everything is ominously quiet. 


An'engagement occurred in the north- 


western part of town this evening be- 
tween 
the 
Chickasaw guards, com- 


manded by Colonel Sevier, and a num- 
ber of minerp. Tho miners were routed 
and ebveral wounded. Two Chickasaw 
guards were aleo injured. 


AT AS EKJJ. 


The battle at Coal Creek is at an 


end. 


When Major Carpenter turned into the 


mountains at Offit's last night with 
12-5 men, the night was perfectly dark. 
Although the major was familiar with 
every bypath in the black wilds, it was 
found d'lflmUt to keep the direction, as 
not even tho stars were shining. 


After awhile four men appeared and 


offered to jjiiide the party. Major Car- 
psnttr reluctantly accepted the otfer and 
the iiiai cb was again taken up at a bet- 
ter speed. 


Between 5 and G o'clock, while en- 


tirely unconscious of dancer, the men 
were fired upoo from behind. 


The miners lay bahind a stone ledge 


1 
aud their broadside resulted in killing 
Volunte-rs John WalthaUand Boas Giv- 
ensr-IKnoxville, and wounding Voluu- 
teer Tom Carter, also o! Knoxville. 


Major Carpenter's men wheeled and 


fought bravely, but retreat was neces- 
sary, they fighting all the way. 


The volunteers fell back to Clinton, 


six miles, reaching there at noon. 


In the meantime General Carnes bad 


established himself at OQitt's to await 
daylight. With tbefirat stream of jlawii 
the advance on Coal creek began. 


The miners fired over tho soldiers' 


heads from the mountains so that the 
bullets could ba heard whistling by 
them. The soldiers returned the fire. 


At noon General Carnes captured a 


band of minera. They were released on 
promise to deliver Captain Anderson. 
At tbp appointed hour nothing waa to be 
seen o! either Captain Anderson or the 
miners. 
Then General Carries entered Coal 


creek. There he found that desultory 
iighling had been coin* on between the 
troops and miners at Fort Anderaon a.l 
day. Too minera surrendered at 4.3'J 
p. m. 


General Anderaon was restored to hia 


command and peace declared. 


After reaching Clinton Major Car- 


penter's men, although they had not 
slept any for tweuty-four hours, went by 
train directly to Coal Creek and re- 
ported to General Carnea as he marched 
into town. 
They were then sent to Knosville 


•with the dead and woande3. It is not 
known how nmny minera are injured. 


Tonight the town ia quiet and there 


is little doubt bnt that General Carnes 
and Captain Anderson will hold it with- 
out any serioua trouble,

WILL AUD 10 KKRSNO'S WEALTH 


The Cost of Construction Not Likely 


to Exceed Sl.COO.OOO—Many 


Promises of I!eli>. 


Supervisor T. C. White returned yes- 


terday morning from Monterey, where 
bo attended tho railroad meeting, and 
gave his viewa concerning the project o! 
a cross-country road from Fresno to 
Monterey to a KKI-L-HLICAX reporter. 


"It ia a perfectly feasible project in the 


first place," eaid Mr. White, "and if car- 
ried out will prove of great benefit to 
Fresno and Monterey, us well as the 
country it will traverse. 


"Our first tare was to inspect the har- 


bor at Monte-ey in order to ascertain its 
merits. Beaida a personal inspection wo 
got the views of several persons entitled 
to give an opinion in such matters and 
Were soon convinced that the harbor is 
an excellent one. It id entirely protected 
from northwest winds and a due north 
wind alone can enter it, hat they are 
very rarp. 


I he course of the road would probably 


be duo west Ito*a Fresno to tho Panache 
creek, np the creek through the pass to 
Holliater in San lienito county, thence 
to Salinas and Monterey. 


The d stance will be about 140 miles, 


and most of thia will be constructed at a 
coat of $1U,UOO a mile. The cost of con- 
struction over the range will be eoiuti- 
what higher. It is likely, though, that 
the road may he built for $1,5(10.000 to 
U,GQO,OlH), conauk-nihly lesa than the 
piopo=ed road to Port Harford. 


A comir.ittea was appointed to solicit 


subscriptions to stock, S. N. Gritlith, K. 
II. Colo and myself lepreseutiaK this 
county in the committee. In order to 
effect a corporation we must first Run- 
Ecribe $10UO fur each mile of the pro- 
posed road, 10 per cent of this amount to 
be paid up. Tho estimated length of lha 
road from Fresno to Monterey 13 140 
miles. Then \i will he necens«iy to eub- 
Bcriba $140,000 and 
pay up "$14,000. 


When this ig dene the charter may ha 
granted. 


"The city of Monterey has offered to 


donate their water front to the use of the 
railroad, on which money enough could 
be raised to pay almost half the coat of 
construction. Besides this the people of 
San Benito und Monterey have proposed 
to give the ri^bt of way free and have 
also promised to mibserihe money and 
lands. 
The large land owners will also 


give free rights of way and subscribe lib- 
erally to the etocb. 


"The plan under consideration ia to 


get the right of way from here to Monte- 
rey, and then yet the subscriptions in 
land and the harbor franchise at Monte- 
rey, and when that ifl dono the road will 
have some value, and I think this por- 
tion of it can bo bonded for enough to 
make the grading, and when the grading 
ia dooe, ttien an additional bond can bp 
placed on it to Gnigh it. 
I can ese no 


reaaou why thh will network, a::d it 
surely deserves 
snrrftfa. 
We have 


talked the plan over and it appears prac- 
ticable, and the scheme is on B ousinesa 
banis. 


"We will call a meeting in this city at 


an early date and put the project before 
tho people. 
The advantages to ba 


acquired ity build trig? this road arc so ap- 
parent ai;d lite coFteo reasonable that wo 
hope for success."

Todd'e article which appeared ID THE 
Hi-ruiiucAN some time ago, 1 would 
lite to eay that there have been no two 
surveys from Sauger to Sequoia mills, 
for a country road; not even one.

ation both begin at C. G. Write'g place 
on Miil creek and terminate at Sequoia 
mills, which is located seven miles east 
and -_ne mile north of Write'a. 


The firat snrvt-y made by County Sur. 


veyor Bedford goes direct eaat L lie 
mill on the nearest practicable route 
on a grade not necessarily twelve inches 
to the rod aa reported by Mr. Bt-dford, 
the] highest altitude being less than 
501)0 feet, and as I stated in a previous 
article, a largo part of it can be plowed 
and made with Learns. 


This Hue, after leaving Write'a place, 


passes through or near the ranchea of 
the 
following 
named 
parties: 
Mr. 


Docker, Mr. Curtis Mr. Gardener, three 
Indian homesteads,4 the writer'rf place, 
C. Y. Foster, Mr. YOUUE, Mr. Fox, Mr. 
Mannering and Mr. Write'a place on 
1'iiie itidge. Alaipaasing through a fine 
body of pine timber land owned by pri- 
vate individuals in 100 acre tracts, only 
waiting for a road to become valuable. 
These are all either homesteads or deeded 
lands. 


Btitt north of this lies the Sampson 


valley aud the Sampson mining district, 
where several 
people have 
claimu 


and arft engaged in mining, dairy ing, 
etc., and already connected with thia 
line by a vugon road. Also there are 
three or more families in the Milk-ranch 
canyon south uf the tine, who are quite 
anxious fur the road to go thia way BLJ 
they can connect with it. All these 
people from Kamiiaon valley and 1Ii!t- 
rwceh cauyOD£now have to go from two 
to eiuht miles southeast to get on the 
ritoney 1'oiut road before they can get to 
Hanger.

The last survey began by Mr. Bedford 


aud completed by his deputy, Mr. Etter, 
runs eouth southeast from Write'a place 
for three and a half miles to a point 
about three nud a half miles southwest 
of tho mills, thence in an easterly di- 
rection connecting with the Visalia road 
near Uomstocka mill, three snd half 
miles eonthand a half mile east of tho 
Sequoia millf. This Yiealia road was 
bailt by the Kings River Lumber com- 
pany at ihoir own expense and would 
have to bs bought by the county, if for 
sale (which is quite doubtful) amounting 
to tho same thini; as building that much 
new road. This road runs zigzac fash- 
ion up over Happy Gap Borne 5SSO feet 
altitude ; thence running in a southwest- 
erly direction to the mill, SOUIB places 
" cine tally three foot to the rod uraile. 
(I got thfi grade from the compart}'a sur- 
veyor.) 


The people who live on this line have 


a county road running near arad parallel 
to it, which at present the Hanger stage 
travule over. 


In regard t< 


tance of thn two tinea, we refer you to 
tbe maps made by tho county surveyor, 
and which can no doubt bo Beon at hia 
oiiicc, or by taking your county atlas 
and drawing an imaginary line from thR 
different points mentioned, you will see 
quite a material difference. 


Let me remark here that on looking 


over the Hue where the measurement of 
the Yisalia road WBB made by Mr, Etter, 
tho line stakes are set part of tha dis- 
tance on tho IDR cbutfi road, making 
quite a cut of! in the distance, instead of 
following the curves of the wagon road.

ing grape growing country ia the dis- 
trict. 


Tnft bnaine.sfl of grovrin^ wino grapes 


in this county has Buffered M ith the 
great depress ion throu^liout the eu;o. 
I'ha wine market prettiuts Hie rbmark- 
able spectacle of increased consumption, 
decreased production aud low prices. 
Tbia stats of atlaira cannot lon^'exist, 
and a reaction is Bare to come. 


The vintage of 1S91 iu Fresno WAB 


very large and the prices were unaatid- 
factoi-y. The coming vintage will he re- 
lieved by the drying of a considerable 
amount of wine grapes. 


Contrary to my 
expectations, the 


prices received by the niiein growers for 
their crup of 1891 were hardly satisfac- 
tory. The crop of 1892 was eeverely 
damaged by coulore—so severely indeed 
as to amount to an almost total loss of 
the first crop in many of the young vine- 
yards. To con sequence of this aud also 
ofthegeueial shortage of the fruit crop 
in tub oast, the prices for the year 1S92 , 
will bo highly remunerative. Thia fact, I 
however, shouldjnot induce extension of I 
the acreaged devoted to UIH cultivation j 
of the Muscat grape, for thore ia nothing : 
in the present outlook to justify the ven- 
ture. By far tho largest part ol the 
vineyards ol the valley are not yet in 
bonrin-:, and will at tho next good sea- 
eon produce n crop so nnweildy as to 
completely demoralize the n'hole indus- 
try, unless steps are taken to provide all 
poasihltt outlets and to vastly improve 
the facilities for handling the crop. One 
of the most serious features of tttu whole 
situation ia tho compct tion of the Xante 
current tinw admitted into this country 
free of duty. Immense quantities ot 
those currrtuts are dumped on the mar- 
kets ol Nftw York at prices wliicli we 
canuot 
meet—eepecially 
with 
labor

labor coating 20 contg per day. 


Those growpro who have establipheil 


brands wilt always ba iu a position to 
command better prices for their gooda 
than those who are compelled to sell to 
the packers. 


The disposition of tha second crop' 


muecats is a matter worthy of tho moat 
serious consideration. A yield of onn 
ton per acre ol eecoiid crop grapes from 
tho raiain viuoyarda of Frosno 
nnd 


Tulsre, when in fall hearing, will pro- 
duce au ftpgregate tpnnnge appalling to 
cOEtomplate. 
It is conceded by -all 


growers that the drying of thia second 
crop will in a fow years be out of the 
question. What can he done with them? 
There will be thousands upon thousands 
of tons to dispose of. During tho past 
summer a good deal has been said about 
abonv converting these second 
crop 


grapes into wine and brandy, but tho 
quantity which could bn BO consumed 
would not in tny way affect the aggre- 
gate production of grapes. 


Tbe wine markot is, haa been and will 


be fully supplied by the 
vineyards 


planted m wine grapes, and the wineries) 
will naturally handle all the muscats that 
can poesibiy be marketed. So much cnn 
ha uaad and no more ; and an attempt to 
force.any large amount of muBcat wine 
or bmnriy into conBiimption would re- 
sult simply iu depressing tha market, 90 
that there would be no profit left. The 
flavor of tho muscat brandy is very pro- 
nounced, and ia much admired by some 
people. However, to the general public 
it is unknown, and to cultivate the pub- 
lic tasta will take yoare. If eomo means 
could be devised for making central 
grape spirit from the second crop muu- 
cat, tho whole question would be solved; 
ior a very large Amount of such spirit 
could bs exported. 


Tho making of table eyrup is a matter 


which should be investigated by the 
raisin growers of Fresno. 
Such a syrnp 


condensed under a wciiuni would pre- 
sent a beautiful appearance and would 
be an article which could poeoihly be ex- 
ported. There pre several methods of 
producinc this syrup. 
I have devoted 


considerable attention to this matter, 
ami carried out a line of experhnpnto 
with LI. .S. Lord of Hertford, Conn., 
which demonstrated that an article cnuid 
be produced pleasing both to the eyn and 
to the taste. 
Thero would be u largo 


market for Biich a product as a tcroppr- 
auce fruit drink, and also as n nyniu for 
general table and household use. There 
ii also another procesa owned by the 
Yaryan Co. of Toledo, Ohio.

should both be investigated by the misin 
growers of the San Joaquin valley. There 
maybe Rome methods in use in tho 
south which would bo practical hero. 


I have in tin's report made no attempt 


at the compilation of statistics, total pro- 
duction, 
importations, 
consumption, 


etc., but ehalt in my next report give aa 
close eatimatoa aa possible for tbe years 
l&Uand lS91i. 


I am awaru that the publication of re- 


ports and statistics of lbt> general teuor 
of my report of IHSlf) is not popular with 
tbe people who own large tracts of land 
which they would like to subdivide and 
sell, but in closing I would state that tho 
opinions I have advanced nre hfirknd by 
tho rcodt practical growers of California.

- Ha further says in hia letter to you, 
"We thought onraelvea called upou to 
vindicate ourselves before tha raisin 
men, but were repeatedly interrupted by 
members of the association." 


From this it appears that it was eyi- 


doni to hia mini! that hia business prin- 
ciples and his manner of handling raisins 
were not in accord with the beet interest 
of tha gro • eru, hence he desired to vin- 
dicate himself. 
I fail to sea where Mr. Williams was 


Interrupted bt>yond what the occasion 
jaatitied. Both he and Mr. I-emcka of 
Hchact, Lcmcko & Steiner were invited 
on the ptatlorm and addressed the meet- 
ing, 


the ptat 
;, and it was not until these gentlemen 


began to answer questioas addressed to 
them from the body of the hull that the 
indignation ol the meeting found eiprefl- 
aiou. 


As I propounded most of the questions 


which were addressed to Mr. Williams, 
and his auewers to which brought forth 
the indignation or iuteiruption to which 
he relera, I would desire to Bay : That 
for all I know to the contrary Mr. Wil- 
liams and his lirm are gentlemen, and I 
Should desire to treat them aa fiuch. My 
remarks were not made to him person- 
ally, but were made to express ray dm- 
satisfaction of his manner of handling 
ralains, as not being in the interest of 
the prower. 
Toe issue between the grower and the 


professional packer is as far apart as the 
north 13 from the aoulh. The packers 
for the most part do not reside in Fresiso 
county. 
iey come hero for about 


three months in the year for the purpose 
of handling our cropa, their object baing 
to make all they can oat of ua by buying 
at tha lowest possible price, and E as a 
grower am certain that thia system must 
be changed. Mr. *Wiliiama stated to the 
meeting that nearly all the packers had 
early in tho Eeaaon sianed an agreement 
amongst themselves not to buy a eicgle

They DOW claim to h»va "more than 5 
p'-reent of the wbolo contracted wiih 
Fie no growers;" that mfaon, according 
toUetywi's pavt of 2,500,000 boxes in 
round figure?, 125,000 bores of raising. 


If this were so bow doea it harwonszs 


with tho clueinp paragraphs of their arti- 
cle, namely: "We would be only too 
glad to join the packers' aaeociatiou and 
sign the agreement," etc., "and are will- 
ing to stop buvioK iu caie we are guar- 
anteed Biy 100 ud» of raisins to pack 
under tbe consignment plan?" It ap- 
pears to ua that these etsteniecta, to ear 
the least of them, will not bsar investi- 
gation. 
However, the particular point the 


writer feels called upon to answer md to 
(•indicate is tbo allusion to thu co opera- 
tive companies. 
The co-operative companies do not 


pick on the commission plan as indicat- 
ted, but the farmers have simply organ- 
ized themaelvfca into co-operative pack- 
ing companies for tha purpose of eelf 
protection. 


Those caah paying pickera havo in tho 


pftat years shown themselves as a disor- 
ganized body entirely incapable and iu- 
competent aa a body (let it he under- 
stood distinctly that we are disni3fliug 
tbe situation in general aud hold our- 
selves aloof from personalities), to mold 
the future iJostiuy of this great industry, 
and the following are tbe reaeoue or facia 
upon which tho above conclusion on our 
part ia based:

Bnt neither Mr. Williams nor any 


other raisin packer can make an intelli- 
gent grower believe that the same cat- 
ting of prices, either at home or in the 
eastern market, such ae has been done 
in the past by rival packers baa ever 
been or ever will bo, baaed on the law of 
Bupplyaud demand. 


It is evident to my mind that brokers 


scattered throughout the eastern market 
have long haen taking advantage of the 
petty jealousies tliat unfortunately ex- 
ist between some few of the Fresno pack- 
era, and are using thin as a lever to cut 
one against the other. Who suffers by 
this? ft ia the grower, wbosa raiaine 
are sacrificed to satisfy the jealousy of 
com pet fog merchants or packers; com- 
peting as they are upon the capital of 
the growar who supplies them with rai- 
BIDB to 6 11 on commission. 


One of tfr. Williams' reasons given to 


the meeting why he refused to sign, 
was, that Messrs. 
Griffin, Skelly & 


Company and other packers who were 
packing on commiaaior, would make 
lots of money this year if the agreement 
was signed, He also complained, that 
in the past ho had lost money ia the rai- 
sin business. 


Granted these facts ar« troe, is that 


any reason why 
Measra. Williams, 


Brown &. Co.. Messrs. Cook & Lau^ley, 
Messrs. Scbacht, Lemcke & Steiner 
Bhonld now refuse to eign and make 
money which they say Messrs. Griffin & 


Said packora have through their 


agenls in the east fought each other, and 
have even allovred their agents to fight 
each other, by cutting and slaRhinf: the 
values of raisina at the expensa of the 
growers; we say gtowere, because the 
reactions and serious consequences fall 
on them. 


Second—That thia cutting and uuder- 


aellinH each other ia done without any 
tefrard for the law of supply and demand, 
which alone should govern tho market 
price of raisins. 


Third—They admit themselves that 


thorough organization among them is 
impossible. They dare not trust each 
other, and we believe they cannot trust 
eanh other. 


Fourth-—They give na no guarantee 


that they will take care of tho whole 
crop. They are willing to buy in the 
commencement of the eeasou atid par- 
ticipate in enjoying some of the cream of 
thu bitaineBB, but as soon aa the market 
has been utterly demoralized by their in- 
pane competition they leave tha growers 
to their fatft. 


It is plainly to be seen that this state 


of affairs ia not of a nature to produce 
the best rtsulta for tbe growers; nance 
the wiaa inauguration of tho co-opera- 
tive system, which appears to he the 
only practical; Ian ol parmanoot solu- 
tion. 


The growers are straggling for a living 


and they wish to have a voice in setting 
a price upon their labor. The merchant, 
th* p-tt-ker, the commieflion man, the 
manufacturer nil put a price upon their 
labor. Why should the farmer be de- 
nied the eamo right? Therefore we con- 
sider the co-operative raisin-packing sys- 
tem a move in the right direction. The 
grower like the packer IB not here for 
fun nor to be a slave. 
He simply de- 


mands justice at the hands of the mid- 
dlemen and his fellow citizens; he de- 
mands that the hard cash he puta into 
improvements, labor and production of 
a life-sustaining commodity, shall be at 
par with the "packers' hard cash" of

The broat 
acres of Mailers', i^Lou'aaud the Fresno 
Vineyard company'a tracts are coveret 
with vines and fruit trees that give color 
to the landscape aud remind one of "tha1 
delightful province of theeun" describee 
in Moore's Latla itookh, although that 
region could uuaicely have rivalled in 
beauty and attractiveness thia favored 
section of Freauo county. 


PasainK Oothout'a vineyard, where the 


rabbit-infested plaiua have BO recently 
been transformed into a vine-covered 
garden, one readies the avenue, liuuil 
witb elm a aud palms, that leads 10 the 
Reeding residence. The houses, nine in 
ail, are built on a knoll that rises in the 
middle of tlie grounds 10 H height cl 
about twonty-fivo feet. 


The resiiieuce is eolid, commodious 


and architecturally oruate. The other 
buildings are the tank house, barn, oilice 
building, packing house, toot house, eat- 
ing house, and the boik-r house iu which 
there ie a larga hot water hettler for hsat- 
inn the ox tensive green house and propa 
Bating house during th? winter months. 


There ia also on the place a gas online 
uil a gaa machine of sixty lights ca- 
pacity, which furnishes light for all the 
building?. 


The grounds srcuud the hou_-e aro tie- 


voted to various ornamental plants, sur- 
rounded hy nn orange orchard, 
the 


whole iuuloaed by a cue-half mile cir- 
ralsr driveway lined with umbrellas and 
palms. 


A bridge crossing Fancher cresfc leada 


to the nursery proper. 
Here are first 


found a block of liO.OOO nge, mostly 
Smyrna and wild and assorted varieties. 


Then follows a block of olives, includ- 


ing Nevadillo, Manzanillo, Ilubra and 
Picholine; a block ot 60,000 apples, sum- 
mer and whiter, including the Lawver 
red winter apple, which ia very popular 
wherever it has been tried. 


There are also (iO.OOO pear trees of 


Bmtlett, winter Nellis and assorted va- 
rieties. 


One piece of land contains 250.000 
reee, including nectarines, peaches, al- 
ojonde, apricots and prunes, and on a 
block which has never been irrigated 
there are Tragedy pmoe treea, six 
aonths old from the bud, that stand 
twelve feet high. 


ORNAMENTAL TllKKS. 


lu ornamental trees there i re on the 


place, of deciduous trees, tbe umbrella, 
maple, ash. walnut, locust and eltu; and 
of evergreens, palma, oleanders, roses, 
tinea and Himalaya cedare, all of a vi.<- 
irous growth. Thirty acres a;e in sead- 
inge, and 750,000 trees are now being 
budded. 


The grand orchards cover 200 acres, 


mainly in figs and olives, the remainder 
>eipg devoted to various varieties of 
ruit trees, which are used principally 
or taking buds and ecions to graft and 
bad young trees iu the nursery. 


PAT Fias. 


The manager takes particular pride in 


;he fig orchard, which contains eighty 
acrea, mostly in Smyrna and White 
Adriatic fius. 


There are also twenty varieties now in 


bearing, parUy for experimental pur- 
K>aee. One tree in particular had a 
nucibsr of mature d Smyrna figs which 
rore produrad by iortilixalion with n 
oothpick, tbe pollen having been takou 
roin the capri or wild fit; on the end of a 
oothpick and inserted ih the orifice of 
lie Smyrna, producing results already 
uentioned. On the ground about the 
roe lay hundreds of email figs which 
iad dropped prematurely, limy not hav- 
ng been subjected to the fertilizing 
troceea. 


THE OLIVES. 


Seventy-five acres are in olives with 


>000 trees, most of which were planted 
iree years ago. A number of 7-year- 
Id trees are uu'.v iii full bearing, all ol 
lorn loaded down with fruit, although 
ley had received a very eevpra priming.
